aetermined stand when Pretoria wsm 
hemmed In on all sides.

It was evident that Lord Roberts' de- 
lay attacking until all his colleagues 
were ready to co-operate, bat even 
when L6r| Roberts' wired that this 
was aooom^ilhed there seemed a pos- 
sibility of some fighting, so when the 
next momentous dispatch waa given 
out It came as a aurprise.

Chicago, June (.—The Boer envoys 

arrived hero bat the real welcoming 
words of the reception committee were 
lost in the shouts of newsboys crying 
"All eibquX Pretoria surrendered." The 
news of the fall of the Transraal cap- 
ital was received calmly, almost indif 
ferently, it appeared, but this was ez- 
plalnsd by Mr. Fischer who said: "The 
news does not come as a surprise. The 
fight win continue." Mayor Harrison 
headed the rece-ption committee, but he 
was momentarily put in the back- 
ground by an energetic man who al- 
theufh unknown to the -eomnittee, 
rashed up the steps of the car from 
which the Afrikanders were about to 
alight "On behalf of the Democracy 
which I have supported for 27 years," 
he declared In a loud volee, "I bid you 
i7eleoaie." 

Later Mr. WcrpcIs was shown the 
press dispatches announcing the fall of 
Pretoria. He read them through very 
carefully. "It Is true. There can be 
no doubt of that," he said slowly, as 
he read the last words. 

"It means," he continued, "that or- 
ganized resistence on a large scale will 
no longer be the problem presented to 
Lord Roberts In South Africa. It 
means that from now on the burghers 
Will pursue much the same tactics 
adopted by the Filipinos. We may 
surrender, but we' will never be con 
quered. Pretoria Was well fortified, 
but our generals saw that it was use 
less to stand the siege when they had 
but 6,000 gMB to combat tte enenr's 
co,ooo. 

"They have withdrawn in good or 
der, BO doubt, and are still able to 
Sirht And Pretoria has been saved 
from a bombardment which would 
have wrecked it Lord Roberts has 
with him twice as many fighting men 
as there are men, women and children 
In Pretoria. Waa it not wise then to 
retreat in the face of such odds? 

"I haV ei^ted that there would be 
a battle outside of the city, but still I 
am not surprised. Doubtless the sit- 
uation has changed considerably since 
I left: ■ "■ 

"The outcome of a guerilla warfare, 
generally is not in favor of the gueril- 
las. But in our case we hope for a 
change in Eluropean affairs which will 
ald^ BtwvamiMltabts te'iglitsnd 
the European nations become Involved 
over some question — China, for in' 
stance — I have no doubt that the 
Transvaal couid get the beat of terms, 
probably their independence. 

"That the Boers, as you call us, al 
though we call ourselves Afrikanders, 
are good fighters, the world realizes 
Hardly a battle has been fought in 
which we have not been outnumbered 
twenty to one. And we have not lost 
a gun. Can the British t-ay as much? 

"Concerning our reception in this 
country, I will say that the envoys are 
ednrlnced that nine-tenths of the peo^ 
pie are in symp'Jthv with Wt- cause 
and believe it to be jusL"

London, June 5. — It is officially an- 
nounced that Lord Rol)erta occupiefl 
Six Miles Spruit on June 4.

Wsahington,June 5. — When the anti- 
tnat bin was laid before the senate, 
Mr. Pettlgf«# (8. D.) moved to pro 
ceed with Its consldpration. Mr. Gal- 
linger (N. H.) moved to refer the mat- 
ter to the committee on Judiciary. In 
the course of a speech on the subject, 
Mr. Bacon (Oa.) said he was profound- 
ly surprised that the statement made a 
few days ago, by Mr. Pettlgrew that 
the Cramps, shipbuilders, of Philadel- 
phia, had contributed t400,000 to the 
Republican national campaign fund of 
1101 with the promise that they would 
be recouped by contracts for the build- 
ing of warships, had not peen denied. 

He regarded it as a most remarkable 
statement and directed attention to the 
jCact that Kr. Haaaa and Mr. Carter in- 
mately connected with that campaign, 
were in the chamber and heard the 
statement. 

Instantly Mr. Hanna was on his feet. 
"If," said he . sharply. "I should un- 
dertake to reply to all such statements 
madeonthis floor, I would occupy more 
time of tlie senate even than the sena- 
tor from Georgia does. 1 heard the 
statement and considered it un worthy 
of notice and I declined to dignify it by 
a denial. I had nothing to do with the 
campaign of IS'.tl', but I have heard thi^ 
story and I say most emphatically and 
decidedly that I believe It is not true. 
So far as such allusions are made to 
the campaign of 1896, I desire to say 
that no proniiries were made, no con- 
siderations were offered to any person 
or any contributions made." 

Mr. Carter warmly denied any Im- 
proper use of money in 1892 and statrd 
as false any statement that promises 
were made. 

Mr. Pettlgrew followed with asser- 
tions that Cramp had told him that he 
gave 400,000 in 1892 and said it was 
improperly spent.

St. Louio, June 5.— A special car that 
carried Cb. H of the posse commltatus 

from the barracks on Washington ave- 
nue over the Choteau avenue line to 
the car riled at Jefferson avenue and 

Lasalle street was wrecked by the ex- 
plosion of two dynamite cartridgee 
placed on the track at Fifteenth and 
WashlTigton avenue and at Twenty- 
second street and Choteau avenue. The 
explosion lifted the car three feet in 
the air and threw the occupants to the 
floor. Fifty-four men were on the car. 
Two of them, F. Fleischman and Sajn 
Schwartzbi rg were slightly injured. 
The explosion aroused tlio iit jghbor- 
hood and in a few minutes about 5,000 
people were on the scene. They com- 
menced to hoot and Jeer at the depnties 
and soon the air was thick with flying 
stones and otlier missiles. Then some- 
body in the crowd commenced to dis- 
charge a revolver at the ear. The de- 
puties were at once ordered to use 
their guns and they fired in tlie air as 
they charged the crowd. Tlie sliooting 
had the desired effect and in a few 
minutes the crowd was dispersed. 

So far as known none oC the assail- 
ants were hurt. 

The following telegram signed by 50 
prominent business men was sent to 
Governor Stephens at Jeffsrson City: 

"We, the undersigned citizens of the 
city of St. Louis, respectfully represent 
that a condition of riotous lawlessness

In any case, he said, he 
would take no such action until after 
a conference with the polloe authori* 
ties of St. Louis.

Tbe drouth, which threatened to be- 
come aevere, baa been completely broken 
by the copious rains of the past week. 
In the extreme aoutb«>a8tero portion tbe 
rainfall waa ratbnr light, but in tbe een- 
tral and weatern portiona of the State it 
waa heavy. Heayy abowera caused con- 
aiderable damage by flooding and waab> 
ing out cropfl in some localities in the 
western portion of the State. The tem- 
peratnre averaged about normal. These 
favorable conditiona have reeulted in a 
great improvement in all cropa and the 
outlook ia now very encouraging. 

It WM a grand week for aetting out to- 
bacco, and the bulk of the crop is now in 
the hill. Many plants were rather email, 
but being put out in auuh favorable 
weather, they have gotten a good atart 
and will ciiiiie on all right. 

The wheat crop has been very severely 
injured in aome looalitiea by the Heeaian 
fly, but in other placM there will be a 
heavy yield. 

Com ia rather late, but ia now making 
a very rapid growth ami promises well. 
Potatoea and garden vegetablea have ad- 
vani'id rapidly. Oats, clover and graaa 
ahow great improvement. There is some 
complaint of apples dropping badly. 
IVarhes will yield well. Strawberries 
and cberriea are ripe and abundant in 
the market. 

In aome localities cut worms aro doing 
conaiderable damage to com and tobacco, 
and potato boga are bad aaariy avary- 
where.
